Squad Lasts Out 
A Frantic Week

If you walked into the head­ 
quarters of the Levittown-Fairless

Full Time 
Maintaining

vigil of at least three crews at 
all times, the squad has covered 
489 m iles this week, burned out 
clutches on two ambulances, and 
cracked 15 sets of chains. 
But still they roll. 
Each crew is made up of a driv­ 
er, 
nurse, 
and first aid man. 
Some 
crews 
also carry junior 
squad members. 
Most of the work during this 
hectic week has been carried on 
by about 40 people, some working 
a day or two at a clip. 


Many squad members have not 
been home in two or three days, 
taking naps at squad headquar­ 
ters and eating on the run. 
The squad transported 124 nur­ 
ses to Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital this week. Over 50 accident 
or illness cases were transported 
to area hospitals. 
Included in transportations by 
the squad were a baby boy run­ 
ning a high and dangerous fever 
and 
several expectant mothers 
rushing 
to 
hospital 
maternity 
wards. 
The squad reported none of the 
mothers-to-be delivered in the am­ 
bulance. All were carried to the 
hospital in time for normal de­ 
livery. 
Cost of the snow to the squad 
has not yet been calculated, but 
a squad spokesman said it defin­ 
itely was the most expensive op­ 
eration in the squad’s history.
